Three weeks from next . Wednesday 


September 9th, is the day of the.annu 
a I municipal election for Newport. 
Tliui far there is a. remarkable, quiet- 
ness in regard. to that important event. 
The professional politicians may he al 


. work for aught we know, tiling things 


for that occasion, but the people gen- 
erally seem to be taking very little in- 
rerest as to who . shall be their law 
makers and who shall spend the city's 
money during the coming year. Now 
this is wrong. Every good citizen in 
the community should take an inter- 
est in the government of his city. lie 
should see to it that good men, men of 
experience in business affairs aud of 
well-known moral integrity, are chosen 
to fill the offices. There are a large 
number of people in this as in proba- 
bly every other community who. find 
fault with the management of the city 
affairs, and complain continually of the 
men who are put in office, but who on 
election days either take no interest 
who is being elected, or vote, if they 
voto at all, so as to aid those of whom 
they are constantly complaining. 


The coming election will be one of 


the most important city elections ever 
held in Newport, and the better ele- 
ment have it in their power to fill the 
various offices with good men, with 
men who will administer the affairs of 
the city on strictly upright business 
principles. If, however, this class of 
people simply hold back aud growl, 
some other class will probably reap the 
benefit of their inaction. The most 
important feature of the coming elec- 
tion will be the choice of a board of 
six aldermen on a general ticket. Now 
this board ought to be made up of six 
of the best men to Ire found in New- 
port, for these six men will have great 
weight in governing the city during the 
coming yepr. There is only one way to 
obtain such a board of aldermen, and 
that is for all good citizens to take 
enough interest in the matter to see 
that good men ate nominated and then 
go to the polls and help elect them, not 
leave them to elect themselves as is too 
often the case. We all have a duty 'to 
do in thin matter and all should,be 
willing to'devote at least one dayjfci 
the you to He that the governing pow- 
er of the city is placed in good hands.

"Itiiapprekendwl tliat a lo«», in a 


grantor <ir loss degree, of the vivtue, 
nfv and power of imre ohriiitiauLty, has 
prepared the minds of ton many m the 
Society of Ki'iendii, to imbibe xentiinentH 
which ai*e at variance witli true self- 
denial, and a full conformity to the 
Cross of our Lord Jesu? Christ, aud 
consequently,, with his doctrino as held 
aud laid dowu by the early writers in 
our Society. 


That a great tendency outward, and 


to outward things, has, of late, been 
apparent in this once Kreatly favored 
Society, is very obvious. Cons^iinent- 
ly the sentiments of some writers, who 
have not known the living Savior of 
the Divino lift to predominate in their 
own hearts (or otherwise have lost its 
unction), have sorrowfully spread and 
taken root in many minds. And the 
authors of such sentiments appear to 
have obtaiiK«l great place with many 
of our members, and to have much in- 
fluence over them. Moreover the great 
schism and fearful departure from the 
Christian cvmnant on the' one hand, in 
the Society farther west [Hickism] has 
furnished tbe enemy with vast and pow- 
erful machinery to delude, deceive and 
draw off, f root the gamo covenant on 
the other luuid, insomuch that many of 
those who were not caught in the snare 
of that apwtacy, have been of late in 
great jeopardy, by the influence and in- 
sidious sentiments of persons of high 
genius, high standing and great learn- 
ing in the schools of men, tending to 
draw away from.the same gospel cove- 
nant i» «n opposite direction. 
.These bavin); lost, or never found, 
that hidden treasure, of this covenant 
as rovculeii by the Divine Power in the 
inmr nan of the heart, have taken of- 
fneeat the law and restraints of a meek 
and lowly Savior, and so far imbibed 
the spirit of this world and of the age, 
as to despise the foolishness of the 
Cross, which is the power of God, and 
the wisdom of God and not of man, nor 
of the flesh, but of God. 
Instead of 


submitting, therefore, 
to die with 


Christ, and to abide the painfnl strag- 
gle or yielding up the will and wisdom 
of the flesh, these have moulded aud 
fashioned to themselves a substitute by 
professionally extolling and claiming 
the faith of Christ's incarnate suffer- 
ing and propitiatory sacrifice upon the 
Cross without the gates of Jerusalem, 
as the whole covenant of salvation, and 
by Him thus accomplished without 
them; and, consequently, it is feared 
are carnally believing aud trusting in 
this alone for justification, without its 
essential concomitant, the true obedi- 
ence of faith and the work of sanctili- 
cation wrought in Ihe heart. 


These views, and many other of the 


like tendency, having been avowed and 
published by Joseph John Gurhey, a 
member and professed minister of the 
Society of Friends in Norwich, Old Eng- 
land, and. .spread far ami wide among 
Friends, have been tbe cause of great 
uneasiness and dissatisfaction in the 
minds of faithful Friends; and the more 
because many are found among us who 
are disposed to advocate ami defend 
the author of them, without, and in the 
refusal of an examination of his pub- 
lished sentiments, or a comparison of 
them with our acknowledged and well- 
known doctrines. The fact that tbe 
author of these views is a man of great 
influence, and having many supporters 
of a similar description, docs indeed 
ive cause for much alarm among the 
Mnu members of this Society, well 
knowing as they do, by the history of 
things that are past, as well as by those 
which have transpired in their own 
time, that the existence of these trou- 
bles in the church of Christ, as occa- 
sioned by an apostacy from sound doc- 
trine, have always had their beginning 
in a little obvious diverging or depart- 
ure from some essential points of doc- 
trine, as two direct lines which begin 
to diverge from each' other (though 
barely apparent at first), if they contin- 
ue, will, in time, como to be at a great 
distance assundcr. So these have seen, 
that when men of a strong and inde- 
pendent temperament begin to depart 
from the fundamental testimonies and 
doctrines of a religious society, they go 
wider and wider therefrom, until a 
great departure from the true meridian 
is affected, or to speak more plainly, 
until they adopt sentiments entirely 
foreign to those from which they at 
first (hut perceivably) departed. 


Some of these concerned Friends, who 


have remained at their posts, have 
watched over the "landmarks" of 
Israel's inheritance, as 
they have 


watched over their own souls, and can 
but tremble for the safety of the Ark 
of his testimonies, when, with their 
eyes, they behold the demolishing of 
those stakes, of which the good Shep- 
herd of the fold ordained that, "not 
one of them should be removed." 


And, notwithstanding what they have 


fearfully beheld, of that which they 
apprehended was an attempt to oblit- 
erate and to cancel those distinguishing 
signals of our profession and it* de- 
fense, they have marvelled .to hear so 
many of the watchmen cry peace! peace! 
when the citadel itself is beset by a 
troop of strong men. ' They believe 
that so great a loss cannot otherwise be 
sustained, either-by-us or by the world 
at large, as would be sustained by the 
breaking down of. our distinguished 
doctrines and testimonies. 'And conse- 
quently they see the great necessity of 
keeping a single eye to their safety, 
and a scrupulous watchfulness against 
"every appearance of evil," that may 
in the least forebode an apostasy of 
principle, inasmuch as such did happen 
to a sorrowful extent, to the primitive 
church,—the best of bodies—and that 
too by small beginnings. Furthermore 
these concerneu friends have felt not a 
little responsibility resting upon them- 
selves, and upon the church at large, 
by reason of the committal to its charge 
and keeping of the most exalted, effi- 
cient and dignified principles vouch- 
safed to the hand of man in these mod- 
ern times, or in any age of the world, 
because they are the same as committ- 
ed to the primitive church, in all that 
relates to the christain redemption and 
salvation. And they have also felt 
something of the weight of that appeal 
which was made of God to his Servant, 
the Prophet Ezekiel, chap. 3, 28; also 
'53, 8-9. "If thou do not warn my peo- 
ple from their ways, they shall die in 
their iniquity, but their blood will I 
require at thy hands," Ac.

A Good Name. 


Among the many desires that sway 


tho hearts and actuate the lives of men. 
there ix none more universal than the* 
desire of a good name. While some 
aio anxioiiH for wealth and gome fon 
fume, while Home crave knowledge aud 
others affection, all unite in hoping that 
among their various possessions that of 
a good name may bo prominent. If, 
indeed, this desire could utterly die 
out of any man's breast we should 
rightfully conclude that he had sunk: 
into the most hopeless depths of degra- 
dation. 


What then is tins good name, which 


is so universally desired? It is not the 
result of any special skill or power. 
It 


is not the name of a good lawyer, or 
physician, or statesman, or merchant, 
tlmt only % definite class obtain. Neitfttr 
is it dependent on any special quality. 
One may.be known for his industry as- 
siduity, another for his good tamper 
and kindliness, another for his enthu- 
siasm and energy, and so on. But a 
good name is more comprehensive than 
any of these. It implies a reputation 
founded on a good character, making 
itself felt in a good life. Tin* or that 
particular power, or special vintroe, may 
or may not be prominent, but the roots 
of character must be growing, tbe vital 
principle of the moral life must be ac- 
tive. Just as a good name amoBg plants 
would imply that they were steadily 
unfolding—each into its natural and 
proper condition, from the lordliest 
oak of the forests to the humblest daisy 
of the field, so a good name among men 
implies a perfect reliaiice tbat the bases 
of character are strong and vital within 
them, developing eauU one according tb 
his own nature and condition. 


What are some of these universal 


bases of a good character, that develop 
naturally and inevitably Into a good 
name? The broadest and strongest is 
that of truth? It is designated by va- 
rious names—honor, integrity* fidelity, 
sincerity; they are all outcomes of a 
true soul—one who cannot live in the 
atmosphere of deceit or breathe the air 
of dishonor.

Humanity has, moreover, another 


foundation upon which to grow. No 
individual can attain to true manliness 
and womanliness without loving and 
laboring for others. The good of each 
is bound up in the good of aj), and no 
one can live to himself alone. The ef- 
fort to do so only results in a feebler, 
poorer, weaker self. So, no good name 
follows selfishness. Men may. admire 
power, revere intelligence, love sincer- 
ity, but they cannot honor that man 
with a good name who is cruel, morose, 
quarrelsome, or even simply indiffer- 
ent to his fellow-men, 


If we look back on history, we shall 


find that those who have left behind 
them the memory of a good name have 
had character rooted in integrity> intel- 
ligence and good-will. If we examine 
the lives of those around us, to whom 
we unhesitatingly accord the .need of a 
good name, we shall find tlmt whatever 
may be their powers, or their condi- 
tions, or.their opinions,. the same three 
principles are living and growing with- 
in them. A good name is within the 
reach of all, for none are without some 
love of truth, some love of light, some 
love of others. In the culture .of these 
by all the strength of will and patience 
of effort lien the hope of developing 
such a character as shall entitle one to 
a good name.

Character is the tree which they must 
plant, rejoicing, in its growth and 
strength for its own sake, and not for 
the blossoms it will one day bear.

Barnyard Manure. 


At H recent meeting of the Berks 


County (p«.) Agricultural Society, the 
farmers disvussed the best methods of 
preserving and increasing in value their 
Blocks of barnyard manure. Aaron 
Smith remarked that as a usual thing 
the barn stands upon an elevation with 
the barnyard higher than the surround- 
ingground. No pains are taken to pre- 
serve and increase in value the contents 
of the barnyard, and the drainage is fre- 
quently into the public road, where the 
most valuable portion of the manure is 
lost 


There are many farmers who cannot 


afford to buy fertilizers, their acres be- 
ing too few and their opportunities of 
making money small. If such would 
take pains to increase their stock of 
barnyard manure, they could add great- 
ly to the fertility of the soil, while 
larger crops and better money returns 


Plowinf and ending. 


Most farmers think they plow and re- 
sted in August if done at all. We think 
that if the season is a wet one so tint 
tho grass land is full of water, yet not 
so full but what it can be plowed, it 
will do very well to sow, to reseed to 
grass in August. If grain is to be sow- 
ed, of course it could be. for the grain 
should get a good start and root before 
the ground freezes. But if you are go- 
ing to only reseed to grass and the sea- 
son a little dry, or you should be a little 
late in getting ready to seal, plow the 
^nd some time iu October when the 
weather is cool; get tho manure on and 
well harrowed iu, but leave the sowing 
till just before the freezing weather 
sets iu for the wiuter-^ay Ihe middle 
of Xpvember, then sow the grass seed, 
harrow or bush it as is your usual .cus- 
tom. The result will be that the seed 
will lay in the ground, and riot root or 
sprout till early spring, when the frost 
is out 
The ground is wet and the cool, 


moist spring weather will start it, and 
it will grow rapidly; every seed germin- 
ating aud a very flue crop of hay can lie 
taken from the field the first season. We

Vieful Hints. 


In boiling meat for soup put cold 


water to it and let it come slowly to a 
liminer to extract the juice. If meat is 
boiled for itself alone, put it into boil- 
ing water, which causes the outer sur- 
face to contract, and the richness of the 
meat is retained within. 


Sever put salt into soup when cook- 


ing till it has been thoroughly skim- 
med, 
as salt prevents the scum from 
rising. 


A good rule for baking potatoes is to 


wash and boil them in the usual way 
until nearly done and then finish by 
baking. They are whiter and mealier 
than when baked the old way. ' 


The whites of eggs as used for mer-

In alt our social relations is not th 


hand the veritable medium of exchauj 
between hearts? It gives the welcom 
it opens hospitality, it seals friendship 
it is by the hand that we convey tl 
visible sign of the bond which unite 
two affections or two destinies. 


Before attempting to enter into at 


annalysm of the movement* of the ham 
however, we must lay down one gcuert 
rule, viz: That usually the activity o 
the hands, as well as the mobility of th 
physiognomy (outside of all special ii 
nuences of character or surroundings 
is an almost certain sign of cerebral ac 
tiyity, and consequently of iutelligenc 
We often muet in society persons wl 
can never remain a minute withoi 
hamlling'soinetliing, or who keep mo 
Ing their fingers all the time if tlie 
have nothing to handle; such persoi 
are nearly always persons of great iiite 
igence.
